“F-word” as an adjective. The

Thanks to its Industrial Revolution between 1760 and’ 
1830, England became an economic superpower. While 
some enterprising businessmen made fortunes, hundreds 
of thousands of highly paid workers suddenly found their 
skills had little value in the new economy. 


As machines began performing. tasks that previously 
required skilled workers, the displaced workers saw their 
incomes drop dramatically. Among those suffering the 
greatest losses were handioom weavers, whose skills: at 
operating looms turned thread into cloth. After petitions 
and demonstrations failed to reverse their dramatic wage 
losses, some of the weavers turned to violence. They cre 
ated the Luddite Army. 


Handloom weaving had seen few changes since the 
Romans first introduced looms to England nearly. 2,000

Many of these people 
came in’ one of three groups 
including family groups, church 
groups and groups of friends.

“in trunks, It is possible that 


many of the sayings that are 
found in Brunson’s book came 
from these early settlers in writ- 
ten and oral forms, Found in 
“Pea River Logic” are examples 
of superstitions, weather signs, 
good luck sayings, body signs, 
dream signs, bad luck sayings, 
Pea River slang, home remedies 
and recipes, and new year signs. 
Also included are two recipes 
handed down in the Brunson 
family, one for “One Two Three 
Four Cake” and a “Tea Cake” 
Recipe,

| Locate the nuts to 
find the game 


Chances are Santa left you or someone in the household a bag of 
walnuts, Brazil nuts or pecans to, munch on during the Christmas 
holidays. There is just something about sitting by a fire, cracking 
nuts and picking the goody out that makes the holidays complete. 
These delicious nuts are more of a luxury food item to us, but to 
many animals they aré their Source of survival: 

Deer, turkey, bear, squirrels, wild hogs, quail, ducks-the list is 
almost endless when it contés to acorn eaters. Birds and mammals 
lacking the’ability té crack @vén the smallestacorn will readily scav- 
enge behind larger animdls.to clean up the tidbits of scraps they 
leave behind. 


Today the oak tree is the champion producer of the mast crops in 


the southeast, but the American chestnut once held this honor. The 
American chestnut once covered 70 percent of the eastern wood- 
lands and was a primié food source for animals as well as the early 
settlers who favored this protein rich nut. The demise of the 
American chestnut came in the form of blight that arrived from 
Europe in the early’ 1900s. The chestnut blight arrived in New York 
City and spread westward: and south until it consumed the country's 
chestnut trees. BN 

Animals have preferences just like humans when it comes’ to 
taste. They prefer the sweeter, taste of the White oak family to the 
more bitter taste of the various red bak acorns. “Trees in the white 
oak family include post, white, chestnut, anti live oaks. White oaks 
often produce more acorns over 4 given period, as they require only 
one season lo mature. Red oaks require two season to drop mature 
nus, , 

Until recent years one had to wait approximately 20 years for an 
oak to start producing nuts. The introduction of the sawtooth oak 
has been a boon to wildlife managers as they produce an acorn sim- 
ilar to the white oak in as little as 5 to 7 years. Sawtooths ure also 
among the best producers as far as pounds of nuts produced per tree, 
They are readily available at nurseries at reasonable cost and have a 
good survival rate when planted correctly. 

The hickory nut is another important food source for wildlife, 
especially squirrels, Like the various oaks, some hickory nuts taste 
better to wildlife than others. Among the tastiest of the hickories is 
the shagbark hickory. Shagbark hickories can be identified by their 
loose, outward curving strips of bark that gives ita “shaggy” look. 

Beech trees are also an important wildlife food source, especially 


. to songbirds, turkeys,small mammals and even deer to some extent. 


Beech trees can be identified by their smooth gray bark. The beech. 
nut is enclosed in a triangular shaped spiny burr. 

Find a good nut-producing tree and sit back and wait. Sooner or 
later, you are subject to see anything from a chipmunk to a trophy 
whitetail buck dining under it

Haynes said these parents 
move their children with reser- 
vations while others choose to 
keep their children at Zion 
Chapel becauge “they (parents) 
feel with it. being a-primarily 
Caucasian school, they (the stu-

The Elba City Council 
recessed a regular meeting 
Monday night to hold a public 
hearing on the request of Olde 
South Inn for a “Special Retail 
Liquor License’. Counci] mem- 
bers were told at the onset that 
no final decision could be. made 
at this meeting because the 
state-required background 
checks on the principals had not 
been completed. 

City Clerk Wayne Grantham 
said he had talked with the state 
office doing the checks-and was 
told they were short staffed and 
had a backlog of work. 

[tems questioned during - the 
hearing included the need fora 
sworn, notarized affidavit that 
all property owners (residents, 


etc.) within 500 feet had ‘been 
properly notified of the hearing; 
ample parking as required by 
the city ordinance; proper zon- 
ing; and required distance from 
any church facility. 

Council members were told 
that the Baptist Church Youth 
House was only 338 feet and 
nine inches from. the-Inn. 

Harrison acknowledged he 
hadn't talked to anyone at the 
Baptist Youth House as there 
was never anyone there when he 


went by. during the day, and he 


didn’t consider it a residence nor 
a church in the context of the 
ordinance. 

After a lengthy discussion 
between the council members, 
city attomey and the principals 
of Olde South Inn, Harrison and 
Dorothy Vaughan, the council 


Haynes also said the African 
American students do _ not 
receive: the same breaks as 
Caucasian students in regards to 
punishment for breaking the 
rules and regulations. She said 
she has known of. African 
American students _— being 
expelled for minor things such 
as holding a comb (considered a 
weapon) or not taking off a cap 
while others are getting: away 
with threatening lives. 

Haynes also mentioned New 
Brockton High School as she 
expressed concern that African 
American students are not 
offered the same opportunities 
as Caucasian students. 

She said it seems to be a trend 


- to place African American «and 


other minority. students in spe- 


‘cial education simply because 


they are failing one subject. On 
a personal note, she. said she 
kept this from happening to her 
own grandson. 

“I gave New Brockton High 
Schoo] a list of scholarships for 
minorities,” Haynes -said. “I
